C. Japan-Cuba The Japanese plan a continuing 
buildup of their trade with Cuba during the 
next few months. They expect exports to reach 
about $24 million during 1964, mostly in con- 
sumer goods, and anticipate their purchases of 
Cuban sugar will rise. The Japanese official 
who gave this information to the US Embassy 
said he did not want Washington to be ’’caught 
by surprise" and hoped this development would 
not be "dramatized." 

D. Mexico-US The Mexicans feel the US proposal 
on the salinity problem will probably provide 
a "modus vivendi," according to Foreign Secre- 
tary Gorostiza. He told Ambassador Freeman 

on Tuesday that the US solution would not be 
entirely satisfactory to the Mexicali Valley, 
which wanted "pure water," but he seemed at 
least moderately optimistic.
